MONEY WAS MOTIVE 


Lt. Carl Wanderer Confesses ‘Fram- 
ing’ Chicago Crime With Man 
He Also Slew 


Chicago.—Carl Wanderer, former 
army lieutenant, has solved the mys- 
tery surrounding the killing of his 
wife, Mrs. Ruth Wandeyer, and the 
ragged stranger—a crime which oc- 
curred in the vestibule leading to their 
flat on the night of June 21. 

“IT murdered them both.” 
simply. 

Then he began a cold recital that 
horrified his audience. 

“IT didn’t want any one else to have 
her if I couldn't.” he said. “I wanted 
to get back to the Army. I thought 
it wonld he better to have her dead.” 

He also wanted to obtain her sav- 
ings—$1500—he explained. ‘ 

He told in detail how he hired. a 
tramp—unknown to him even by name 
—at Madison and Halsted streets, so 
that he could stage a mock hold-up on 
the threshold of his home and kill his 
21-year-old bride, who was soon to be- 
come a mother, and his confederate. 
Then he read the confession over me- 
ticulously, corrected it and signed each 
page without a tremor. He concluded 
by ordering a plate of pork and beans 
for supper. 

“T want to be hanged,” he told re- 
porters, while awaiting his food. “I 
hope to join her in death. 1 wonder 
if she will forgive me. Well, I loved 
her too much to let another man get 
her. But I didn't want her myself.” 

Night was falling and dusk shadowed 
State’s Attorney Hoyne's private office 
when the man decided to “come clean.” 

“Let me clean up and I'll tell you 
everything,’ he said. Secretary Geo. 
T. Kenny ran for a toothbrush, tooth- 
paste and a gafety razor. Wanderer 
washed and shaved calmly. 

Then he sested himself before the 
State's Attorney, his aides, u stenogra- 


he said 


pher, and the police, and told them 
the following: 

“IT shot my wife. Then | shot the 
bum because | was afraid he would 
squeal. I did it because 1 was tired 


I wanted to go back to the 
free and easy life of the Army. 1 
wanted to get the dough she had, so 1 
figured it all out and planned to make 
it look like a robbery. 

“Monday afternoon I went down- 
town to buy some butcher knives for 
my father’s shop. When I[ got them I 
went over on West Madison street, 
near the Midcity Bank at Halsted 
street. There I found the bum. I 
asked him if he wanted to earn some 
money easy and he did. I Jet on I 
wanted him to drive an automobile. 
I told him to meet me at 7 o'clock at 
Lincoln and Lawrence uvenues. 

“The Saturday before I had told my 
wife to draw the money out of the 
bank so we could buy a house. I want- 
ed to get it where I could lay my hands 
on it. She had brought it home and 
put it in the bureau drawer. 

“So Monday night I met the bum 
at Lincoln and Lawrence, [ told him 
I wanted him to help me frame a rob- 
bery and said he should wait on the 
corner for me and I would show up at 
9: } went home and had supper, put 
both automatics in my pockets, and 
took Ruth to the Pershing Theater, 
near Lincoln and Lawrence. 

“The picture was the ‘Sea Wolf.’ 
We didn’t have time to see it because 
we didn't get in until after 8 o'clock 
and we left at about 9. The bum was 
waiting for us when we left the place. 
He followed us home, just as I had 
instructed. 

“When we walked into the vestibule 
he stepped up to me and said, ‘Hand 
over that money!’ just as I told him. 
[ drew my gun and shot her first-—"’

showed emotion, He cleared his throat, 
passed his hand over his freshly shav- 


of her. 


pen chin and continued: 


“I shot her and she fell. Then J 
‘shot him three times. I was afraid he 
would still be alive to talk when the 
police arrived, so I beat his head on 
the marble. floor so he would be un- 
conscious. Then the police came and 
I went over to the North Robey street 
station and told the story just as I had 
planned it.” 

Wanderer said he had forgotten all 
about the $1500 in the excitement fol- 
lowing the murder, and because of this 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Charles John- 
son, with whom he and his murdered 
wife lived, found it in the bureau 
drawer. 


It was the discovery of the money’ 


which, in a measure, caused the police 
to suspect the former army officer. It 
led to the theory that he engineered 
the murder to get possession of the 
cash, or that the slain stranger had 
come to the doorstep of the Wanderer 
home to blackmail the wife. 

The slip which caused the slayer’s 
downfall was a detail following the ac- 
tual murder that he had apparently not 
planned closely enough. It was the 
numerals on an automatic pistol bor- 
rowed from his cousin, Fred Wanderer, 
because he thought it could not be 
traced as easily as his own weapon, 
an Army gun. 

When he had committed the double 
slaying he laid his ca@usin’s revolver 
by the side of the unidentified stranger 
and told the police his wife had been 
shot in the exchange of bullets which 
passed between him and the “hold-up” 
man. 

The suspicions of the police were 
aroused by the unemotional manner in 
which he related the shooting incident. 
As he sat in the North Robey street 
station on the night of the crime he 
talked of baseball, the war, politics 
and other trivial subjects as though 
the loss of his wife had not affected 
him. ©

VICTORY MEDALS TO BE | 
AWARDED MARINES OCT. 


Washington, D. C.—Victory Medals 
in commemoration of the World War 
will be issued not later than October 
1, according to an announcement made 
today by the Major General Command- 
ant of the Marine Corps. Following 
the delay in securing the proper rib- 
bon and dies it was found that the 
Marine Corps could not begin its dis- 
tribution until the army’s needs had 
been provided for. 

In addition to the battle clasps and 
citation stars authorized by the War 
Department a considerable proportion 
of the Marines, having served with the 
navy both ashore and afloat, are enti- 
tled to other marks authorized for cer- 
tain services by the Navy Department. 
Accurate lists of all men who ure en- 
titled to battle clasps, citation stars 
and to the insignia authorized by the 
Navy Department, will be issued as 
early us possible. to all poate ard-re- 
cruiting stations of the Marine Corps. 
Men who are entitled only to the medal 
and ribbon will not be shown on these 
lists but will be issued the medal and 
ribbon on presentation of their dis- 
charge certificates at posts and recruit- 
ing stations. Marines who are entitled 
to both the medal and any of the in- 
signia authorized by the War or Navy 
Department will be carefully account- 
ed for on the lists. 

As fast as received a liberal supply 
of medals, ribbons, battle clasps, cita- 
tion stars and the navy insignia will 
be forwarded to posts and recruiting 
stations and advanced publicity will be 
given in due time. A preliminary or- 
der for 75,000 medals has already been 
placed, The issuance of medals and 
insignia will be endorsed on the dis- 
charge certificate of each man now out 
of the service. - 


TIME RIPE NOW FOR THIRD 
PARTY, SAYS FORTY-EIGHTER 


San Francisco.—Third party pro- 
ponents see in the results of the 
Democratic national convention the 
certainty of a new political party, 
according to a _ statement issued 
in this city by Howard Williams,

BRANDY VALUED 
AT $19,000 GONE 


Eight Barrels Taken From Haslett 
Storage Place as Guards 
Patrol It 


San Francisco.—The second liquor 
theft from the Haslett warehouse at 
1200 Battery street since June 15 oc- 
curred some time between Saturday 
night, July 8, and July 9, when eight 
barrels of high-proof California brandy, 
valued at $15,000 at current bootleg- 
gers’ quotations, were carted away. 

A rigid invéstigation of the brandy 
theft was started by Justus Wardell, 
Internal Revenue Collector. 

What Wardell will attempt to learn 
is why such a theft could be made 
when not only guards employed by the 
warehouse company, but guards repre- 
senting the government, were on duty 
night and day. 

If the guards were on duty, Wardell 
wants to know why was it possible for 
the liquor “thieves to remove steel 
doors at the warehouse and replace 
them? : 

The theft of the barreled brandy was 
uncovered July 9 by C. C, McCaled, a 
government gauger. He found that 
the thieves gained entrance to the 
warehouse by removing the rusty steel 
doors, without breaking the govern- 
ment seal. Governmént guards on the 
night shift assert that it would have 
been impossible for the thieves to 
Operate without making a telltale rack- 
et during their shift. 

. Every guard, warehouse and govern- 
ment, will be questioned by Wardell. 

More than seventy bottles of whisky. 
propgrty of Goldberg, Bowen & Co., 
weré*stolen from the same warehouse 
prior to June 15. In many instances 
the bottles had been refilled with wa- 
ter. 

The second theft, coming hard on 
the heels of the first, has moved Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Wardell to 
start an investigation that will lead 
to prevention of further larceny, he 
said. 


LOS ANGELES POLICE 
GRAFT SIFT ASKED) f 


Los Angeles.—An investigation of. al- 
leged graft and protection of vice: by 
the Los Angeles Police Department 
was requested in a communication 
Mayor Meredith P. Snyder announced 
July 9 he was forwarding to the county 


Grand Jury. 
The Mayor said charges of corrup- 
tion in the Police Department had 


come from various sources, and he 
planned to learn whether they were 
true. :

‘were of the same view. 

“T shall be glad to have the Mayor 
or any other citizen give any testimony 
on this matter to the Grand Jury,” said 
Woolwine. «But if there is any inves- 
tigation it will be conducted by the 
Grand Jury and the District Attorney, 
according to the law.” 


MURDER ON INCREASE 
AND SALOONS GONE 


Chicago.—Crime statistics for re- 
cent months indicate that Chicago is 
putting a slight crimp in the activities 
of criminals, but those two great in- 
door and outdoor sports, or enterprises, 
murder and stealing of automobiles, 
are showing steady gains. 

Human life is about the cheapest of 
all commodities in Chicago and the 
residents have become accustomed to 
the average of one murder a day, but 
automobiles cost money, and the in- 
creasing number of thefts is causing 
anxiety. 

Records show that 2151 cars were 
stolen in the last six months. Of this 
number 1526 have been recovered. The 
others have been run into adjoining 
states, or repainted, or wrecked and re- 
assembled and are a total loss. In all 
the recent bank and street robberies 
and raids by labor sluggers, the raid- 
ers, in every instance, were riding in 
high-powered cars they had _ stolen. 
Twenty cars have been stolen in the 
last twenty-four hours. The business 
is highly organized and there are scat- 
tered all over the city alleged garages 
or wrecking shops in which a stolen 
car can be disguised very rapidly.

GOOD WHITEWASH FOR BARNS 


Not Difficult to Apply Where Liquid 
le Carefully Made—Govern- 
ment Recipe Given. 

Whitewashing should form a regular 
part of the care of all buildings where 
animals are kept and should be done 
twice a year at least. If whitewash 
is carefully made and strained, and 
appiied with a spray, it is not a diffi- 
cult job, and is a necessary, sanitary 
measure. This recipe has been pub- 
lished by the government: 

Slake half a bushel of unslaked lime 
with boiling water, covering it during 
the process to keep in the steam. 
Strain the liquid through a fine sieve 
or strainer. Add to it a peck of sali 
previously dissolved in warm water, 
three pints of ground rice boiled to a 
thin paste. Stir in these ingredients 
while the liquid is hot: Add five gal- 
lons of hot water to the mixture, stir 
well and let stand for a few days, 
covered as nearly air-tight as pos- 
sible.
